The agitation of the "iinfossilnlists'’ to ctit out the so-called ‘‘im- 
meiliate demanils"—to cut out our program—1 consider sheer insanity. 

I also still insist that we must not mix in the internal affairs of 
the trades unions—as to their melhixl of consinicting their organiza¬ 
tions, or otherwise. While persttnally in favor of industrialism as the 
basis for traile unionism. 1 contend that the I. W.W. is a dual organiza¬ 
tion, and that the Socialist fiarty wouUl have no businc:s to endorse it. 


Where on earth is there peace? Wherever we tnin, nothing hut 
fighting. 

ICvervuIicrc the weak must tlcfcnd iluinsclvcs aga'iist the str.-ng 
anil the iKior .against the rich. Kigin must defend it.scif against 
wrong, humanity against hrutaliiv. truth against faisetKHxl. 

In fact it must lie said: niristiaiiily and the church have not 
much IxMlcrcd conditions in two thousand tears.

In other words, a huniircd members mat initiate a refer¬ 
endum for the entire (larty. 

That is ridiculous and dangerous and at best a wa-te of valuable 
time.

.'^o long as one class, bv controlling the means of (iriKluction. can 
enrich itself and retain (Kiwer—(Hililicnllv. reonixnicallv and soeiallv— 
|K-3ce lilt earth will remain a dead letter. .And -o king as there i.s a lower 
class, liver who-e weal and woe the other class dis()oscs at (ileasitre, 
there will Ik- oi>pre'«ion. .\nd the o|)prcs.ed class will naturally feel 
aggrieved and will rcsi-t. 


■As in the past, I stand pleilgcd to a lalxir movement with two 
arms—the (wlitical ann atid the economic arm. 

1 believe tliat each arm should do its own work and iHit interfere 
with the work of the other. Anil that each arm should be of equal 
value with the other, and that both should consider themselves a fiart 
of the same labor movement. 

The economic organization must work in absolute harmony with 
the (larty, and each keep its own sfihcre. 

Every Socialist who can, should be a union man, and every union 
man to whom the (iriest cannot forbid if, should be a Socialist. 


For there are some schemers and necromancer- in cross road cor¬ 
ner locals who have lot' of leisure on hand. They svnn to have ixdh- 
ing else to do but to invent the mo«t crazy refcri ndums and intlict 
them on the party. 

A referendum is a general vote of the entire (iart> uiemlx-rshiti, 
and ought to lie called upon only in inifiortant maiti rs. 

If called upon too often it becomes tcdioin and makes the mem- 
bershi(> tired of voting. This Is a danger-; us conduiun, liceausc crazy 
pru(>ositions mav thus sli|) through.

Besides, the referendum is an apfieal of some numlKTs for the (icr- 
sonal consideration of all members in the [larty. 1 lieivforc, this ap¬ 
peal ought to Ih* made not by locals as such, but Iw an expressed 
statement of (lersons wIhi arc (larty members. 

The initiative for a referendum ought to be -igncil by at least 
Hfo fer cent of the entire forty membershif, the signatures to be 
attested to by the secretaries of their resfiective locals. 

Two per cent is extremely low—lower than ati> refcrcnihtm that 
I know of. 

Tliis would not kec(> im(iortant matters from being stibrnilted. But 
measures that on their face are in.sane, vicious or crouked, would not be 
liable to go to a referendum.

However, as things are today in .America (with the exception 
tf Milwaukecl. one arm is tivab and the other is faratysed. 

And for this reason, and for this reason only, 1 would tacitly cn- 
conrage the formation of a labor party by the trades unions. 

Nevertheless, / would not join it. \\’hy ? Because we now liave 
in Wisconsin the best (lO'sible labor party, the Social - Democratic 
forty. 

Anil the case is similar in some other (ilaccs. - 


However, in citic. where there is no comr>etciit organization of 
the Socialist parly, yet a strong trades union movement, I would look 
yyith favor itixm the unions entering politics. Butasa tran.sition meas¬ 
ure only. 

.And for the adilitional and very simple reason that a labor (xirty 
•— if it teas booii fide, woultl have to be more or less Socialistic 
from the beginning, and could wind up in nothing but a Socialist 
parly in the end. 

• • • 

Finally, the unions would naturally leave (wilitics and the rci>- 
resentalion of labor in the political field to the Socialist (larty, where 
it pro[)crly belongs. They will attend to their union business—the 
wage scale—but they will join the Socialist (larty, as in every other 
civilized country, en masse. 

Any other labor forty—one that is not Socialistic—is bound to 

fail. 

* • • 

Therefore, if a lalmr (jarty should be started. look it over care¬ 
fully, comrades. Carefully, but with gootl will for its welfare and 
success. 

Ivxaminc rigorously its platfonn, its leadership and its personnel. 

If it is a changeling that was put into the cradle by the trusts, 
the Gvic Federation or some other devil—if it is something like the 
San Francisco Ruef-Schmitz-MacCarthy party—if it is led by similar 
“good union men” and still better grafters—then fight it to the bitter 
end. Kill it as quickly as possible. 

* • • 

However, if it is something like the English Labor party—a bona 
fide labor party, Uiilt on class lines and letl by class-conscious and 
honest trades union men, wfiePadmit the Socialist platform or most of 
if—then 1 say, wherever jmssiHc make a friendly agreement with it, 
similar to that of the Social-Democratic Federation and the Indefiend- 
enl Ijtbt-r Party of England, with the trades unions there. 

Watch it carefully but help it along in every possible way. 


.lust recently a king died in hrlgiiun. It would lie hard to 
find a more miserable scamp in any res()cct. He was immoral, 
greedy, and cnwl as few oilier rulers in the nineteenth century. He 
was a notorious figure in the brollicls of Paris and Bni.sself. He 
murdered and maimeil liundrcsls of tbousaiuls of poor negroes on the 
Congo in order to c<un|)el the others to furnish him anil his vompanv 
w ith ivory, mbl>er, and other wares. .So tliat in spite of his riotous 
living, he U-ft three huiulreil million francs.

The Socialist (urty beyond any question lus a wider scofie in 
the (xilitical field for the present and mure nros|>ect and stability for 
the future than any so-called labor (urty ever can luve. It is not 
the business of the trade.s anions to do pities as a busines.s. 

Politics can only be a temporary remedy to electrify that fara- 
lysed arm.

•And ,is to the condition of the national Socialist (urty—that U 
in no way so tleidorablc as some (jessimisiic members want ns to be- 
Kcvc. • 

There I disagree with my good comrades, Hunter, Sparge, Si¬ 
mons and even with Hillquit. 

Our organization has gained In the last four years more than 
twice as many members as ever before. With the exception of iqoS, 
which was a presidential year, the membership was never before so 
high in the histoo" of the party.

’Tis true,—there are .some cranks, freaks and scliemers in our 
party. But tlut is the fate of every new movement. Every Socialist 
party in Europe suffered from these at first. 

In flKit, early Qiristianity and the Reformation suffered from 
the same drawbacks. The problem to solve is not to let them run the 
partv. 

• • • 

However, I do not believe that the party will go to the demnition 
bow-wows even if every member of the present National Executive 
Committee should be defeated—and the present committee is prol>- 
ably as good as we ever had. 

’There is only the danger tlut if the “imfossibilists" — most of 
whom are impotent fanatics and some of whom are evidently crooks 
and self-seekers—should get the tipper hand, they would stop for a 
time the nartv’s further growth. Tliey might even cause a split. 

• • • 

■And right here let me insert a few words about that blight of 
our American movement—the "impossibilist.” There is nothing like 
him in Europe. 

The American itppossibilist is an unsuccessful I’mifotion of the 
European syndicalist —from whom he borrows a few [ihrases like "di¬ 
rect action” (meaning the general strike), "the ballot is a humbug.” 
etc. Our impossitiilisl also prefers to pose as the special protector of 
“the man with the callous fist” against the “intellectual.” 

•And he calls every man with some brain an '’intettectual.”
